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(5 ) If the fees received from the State of Goa are not 
sufficient to meet the expenses of the Maharashtra State 
Pharmacy Council in implementing the provisions of the 
Pharmacy Act, 1948 in the State of Goa , the Government 
of Goa shall compensate the Maharashtra State Pharmacy 
Council in respect of the expenditure borne by the Maha 
rashtra State Pharmacy Council for that purpose . 

( 6 ) This Agreement shall take effect from 4-4-1989 and 
shall be published in the Official Gazettes of the Government 
of Goa and of Maharashtra as required under section 20 
( 3 ) of the Pharmacy Act, 1948 . 

( 7 ) The stamp duty payable on these presents shall be 
borne by the Government of Goa .

Now , therefore, this Agreement witnesses that in consi 
deration of the fees to be paid by the Pharmacists of Goa 
and other payment to be made by the Government of Goa 
to the Maharashtra State Pharmacy Council , the Maharashtra 
State Pharmacy Council shall serve the needs of the State 
of Goa until a Pharmacy Council is duly constituted for the 
State of Goa , on the following terms and conditions:
